Heated Debate 
Tax Reform Final Voting Today 


WASHINGTON (AP) - After 
nearly two weeks of heated de­ 
bate, the Senate reached the fi­ 
nal voting stage today cm a far- 
reaching tax reform bill laden 
with new Social Security bene­ 
fits and Income tax slashes urw 
acceptable to President Nixon. 
This morning brought cancel­ 
lation of a White House confer­ 
ence at which Nixon was to 
have given his views on the bill 
to Its floor m anagers, Sens. 
Russell B. Long, D -La., and 
John J. W illiams, R-Del. 
W illiams said the conference 
was called off after they ad- 


vised it might delay final Sen­ 
ate action on the m easure. 
The Senate cleared the way 
for the expected final passage 
Wednesday tught, disposing of 
the last of scores of amend­ 
ments and barring further floor 
additions. 
Passage sends the m easure to 
conference with the House al­ 
most Immediately, where lead, 
e rs say there is little doubt 
many 
of 
the Senate amend­ 
ments will be stripped away. 
Rep. Wilbur D. MiUs, D-Ark., 
chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee who win 


be chairman of the conference 
committee, predicted a Comoro- 
mise bill will be worked out by 
the end of next week. 
As first approved in the Sen­ 
ate 
Finance 
Committee, the 
m easure would have granted $9 
billion in tax relief while bring» 
mg in $6.7 billion in new reve­ 
nue. 
But floor amendments bal­ 
looned the relief figure to more 
than $11 billion while trim m ing 
the new revenue figure to $6 
million. 
Nixon said he would veto the 
m easure If it contained the in­ 


crease in the income tax exemp­ 
tion from $600 to $800 and the 
15 per cent across-the-board 
boost in Social Security bene­ 
fits. 
The Senate adopted amen v 
mentis easing restrictions on 
real estate businesses, sm all 
oil producers and tacked on a 
trade rider that would authorize 
the President to Impose quotas 
when an Import threatened a 
dom estic product. 
The m easure contains the big­ 
gest social security Increase in 
history and the second largest 
income tax cut in history.

Vernon C. Shepard of Akron, 
Ohio w ere reported in general­ 
ly good condition. Both are 21. 
The total of U, S. combat dead 
last week was 43 per cent above 
the total for the week before, 
but the total of 592 Americans 
wounded was the lowest in that 
category in seven weeks. 
The Saigon government r e ­ 
ported 411 of its troops kilted 
last week and 1,005 wounded.

Ford Co. Joins Pollution Bottle 


DETROIT (AP) — Henry Ford 
II says his company has a s ­ 
signed 11,000 workers and a l­ 
lotted $31 million dollars to the 
problem of combating air pollu­ 
tion from automobile exhausts 
In 1970. 
“ I 
am 
publicly committing 
Ford Motor Co. to an intensified 
effort 
to 
minimize pollution 
from Us products and plants in 
the shortest time possible,” he 
told his 10th annual year-end 
news 
conference Wednesday. 


Ford said that in addition to 
the outlay on car exhaust e m is­ 
sions his company will spend 
$30 million in 1970 on control of 
a ir pollution from its production 
plants. 
“ You 
must 
r e m e m b e r , 
though,” he said “ that the auto 
mobile is only a sm all contribu­ 
to r to the environmental pollu­ 
tion and the federal government 
m ust get fully involved In this 
fight. 
It will take not m illions 
of dollars but billions.»’ 


Ford said his company had 
experim ented with alternative 
types of car propulsion such as 
battery - powered 
electrical 
power packs and gas turbine 
engines but that the conven­ 
tional 
piston-powered 
motor 
seem ed the best bet as of now. 


In his news conference, Ford 
also made these observations: 
—“ I 
think 
the economy Is 
going to slow down some . . . I 
don*t know how much.»’

Only Right— A nd It Pays 


F arm ers these days are finding that they must compete In 
a worker -shortage market tor men who ore willing and skilled 
enough for the rigors of farm work, Richard Johnson, executive 
vice president of the Agricultural Council o?California, points out 
in his weekly Form N ew sservice le tte r. And in that connection, ha 
calls attention to an October report by the United States D epart, 
ment of Labor which singles out the California citrus industry, and 
the Agricultural Producers Labor Committee specifically, as 
doing an outstanding job In personnel practices for farm employes. 


The Depar*ment of Labor publication points out that such 
things as employe insurance plans w ere introduced to the crim e 
Industry In 1959. 
Farm foremen training plans have been de- 
velQped. Group life Insurance has been added this year, and a new 
paid 
vacation plan Instituted. Through a system of crédito for 
hours worked, a farm worker can earn up to two weeks vacation 
with full pay. Almost all the w orkers are paid on a piece-rate 
basis taking Into account the size of tre e , density of fruits, etc., 
but average hourly earnings for citru s harvest w orkers are 
well above state and federal m ínim ums. 


Johnsen comments that the exam ples set by the citrus Indus­ 
try In Improving employer-employe relations should be followed 
by other segm ents of agriculture. To provide conditions for farm 
w orkers which perm it them to live like other working Americans 
Is only right. Moreover, in these days of a shrinking supply of 
dependable agricultural employes, it pays.

The three man team ha» re ­ 
ported that the atlk-and -marble 
pleasure palaces are dying out, 
that tha crim e ayirilcate» have 
turned from vice to m ore prof - 
liable enterprises and that, as a 
resu lt, prostitution Is becom­ 
ing disorganized. 
The five wor*t prostitution 
cities today, according to the 
secret reports are; New York 
(particularly the Tim** Square 
area). Son Francisco, Seattle, 
L o u i s v i l l e , and Washington, 
D. C. 
This column discovered the 
federally funded 
prostitution 
study In an obscure government 
listing, which referred to a pub­ 
lic health service grant for a 
“ survey 
oi 
commercialized 
prostitution." This was listed, 
believe it or not, under the 
heading, **U. S. Government 
Procurements.* ’ 
P R o sT rrrrio N p r o b e 
The American Social Health 
Association, which supervis­ 
es the three-m an team, first 
begged this column to keep Its 
57-year secret inviolate. But 
It agreed to an Inside storv on 
the prom ise that the three ag­ 
ents would be Identified only by 
th eir code initials — P. K„ 
W. H „ and U. L. 
W. H. and U. L, are known 
to the association staff Itself 
only by these code letters. Both 
m arried, they spend some 10 
months out of each year on the 
road. P.K. is their supervisor.

The old-style bordellos, he 
said, have been virtually Wip­ 
ed out. This has taken the prof­ 
it out of prostitution for the 
Mafia which, he added, has all 
but dropped prostitution as a 
sideline. 
* The Mafia wants m ore money 
than they con make in prostitu­ 
tion now,** P. K. said. “ It's too 
disorganized for them, no* like 
it was in the days of (Lucky) 
Luciano. 
“ In a tow.i of 250,000 now, we 
don*t expect to find m ore than 
two bordellos and those open 
]ust a few scheduled hours a 
day. In the old days, there would 
lie 10, 15 women In a house. 
Now It's one or two.'* 


PARTY GIRLS 
The vogue now, he said, “ is 
stre e t walkers, call girls, party 
girls.** 
The five cities mentioned In 
his reports as the w orst have 
been surveyed in the last six 
m onths. Some may have begun 
to clean up. But In New York, 
he 
said, 
“ Streetwalking has 
never been w orse.” 
The three men work sep arate­ 
ly, talking with hotel bellmen 
ami 
cab-drtvers, 
interview ­ 
ing streetw alkers, cal1 girls, 
madam s and procurer ». Some­ 
tim es the agents pose as cus­ 
tom ers, sometim es as mem - 
b ars of kindred rackets. 
P. K. is as adept at the look 
of half-shame and half-daring 
that brings on a proposition 
as quickly as It does to hts 
younger aides, one in his early 
40s, the other In his late 50s.

Dr. O’Hamlan feels th at this 
three-light system will m ark­ 
edly reduce the frequency of 
accidents and the severity of 
the injuries that follow' rear- 
end crashes.

When arteries are closed or 
narrowed by arteriosclerosis 
the organ becomes deprived of 
its normal blood supply. Most 
of the medical efforts have 
been devoted to the prevention 
of the deposits w ithin the a r­ 


teries. Concentration on diet 
and the use of drugs have had 
little effect once the process 
has progressed to a moderate 
or severe degree. 
A ttem pts to reopen blood 
vessels by medicine and sur­ 
gery have been successful in 
relatively few instances. 
Nowr a drug, pyridinolcarba- 
m ate, seems to have notable 
success in reopening portions 
of blood vessels th a t were n ar­ 
rowed to a dangerous degree. 
These experim ental s t u d i e s 
were reported from various 
countries of the world a t a re­ 
cent international meeting. Dr. 
Leon di Soldati, of the Aldear 
Hospital in Buenos Aires, is 
one of the research doctors 
who has been giving the drug, 
PDC, and has noted improve­ 
m ent in a high percentage of 
cases. 
Dr. H. Kanya of the Iwate 
U niversity in Japan has been 
enthusiastic about the value 
of PDC in specially chosen 
cases th a t involve narrowing 
of the arteries to the brain, to 
the l i m b s and even to the 
heart. 
O ther doctors in Sweden, 
Italy and Peru have had simi­ 
lar good experiences. The fol­ 
low-up studies a f t e r ten to 
twelve 
m onths have 
shown 
th a t this rem arkable drug in 
some cases really does achieve 
its purpose; m ainly to reopen 
to some degree arteries th at 
are closed by disease.

1) How many people w ere actu­ 
ally guiltv" A very important 
question, because one struggles 
to define the ltm 'ts of a b e r­ 
rancy. Jack the Ripper was not 
a corporation, so that we can 
think of him as ab errant. We 
canno* do that about, say, the 
Nazis unl»r Hitler, or the Com ­ 
m unists under Stalin. If It was 
one company com m ander, and 
one platoon leaier we may con­ 
clude that the behavior was 
utterly eccentric, i.e., that no 
conclusions regarding the genus 
are to be inferred from the be­ 
havior of the particulars. 
2) If, on the othar hand, It 
tran sp ires that 
ten, 
twenty, 
thirty, even fifth men concerted 
tn the act of genocide, then we 
m ust seek an explanation for 
why a cross section of young 
A m erica found itself capable 
of utterly barbaric behavior.W e 
have available to us two explan­ 
ations, The first, which is In­ 
finitely preferable, Is that the 
guilty company relapsed, as the 
resu lt of a confluence of ex tra­ 
ordinary pressures, into a kind 
of catatonic frenzy, a sort of 
collective fury, as unreason­ 
able as a roujh sea. The se c ­ 
ond alternative — the horrifying 
alternative — Is that Am erica, 
in A. D. 1969, has bred young 
A m ericans 
who 
insouciantly 
m urder grandm others and lit­ 
tle children. Raising the ques­ 
tion 3) how shall we, If all fifty 
of those soldiers a re found guil­ 
ty and sentenced, define the im ­ 
m ediate responsibilities of in­ 
fantrym en in forthcoming en­ 
gagem ents? 
4) But then back to the most 
absorbing question, which is 
this. If it is agreed that it was 
a cro ss section of American 
youth , out there at My Lai, 
and that there are not available 
to 
them 
extenuating circum ­ 
stances such as would relieve 
them if true m oral responsibil­ 
ity for their acts, then who, 
and what, do we blam e? Many 
Am erican m oralizers came out 
with the answer Instantly on 
the 
revelation of the m assa­ 
c re . Why, what we blam e is the 
Vietnam war. That has brutali­ 
zed clean and wholesome Amer - 
ican youth, has turned them into 
sadistic killers who think noth­ 
ing of gunning down children. 
That is one explanation. 
It is insufficient. What Is It 
about the Vietnam experience 
that can transform a 20-year 
old into a m onster? It is sim ­ 
ply unbelievable that two or 
three months of combat duty 
can corrupt otherw ise ethical­ 
ly stable young men. It must be 
—It must be what came before. 
The 20-year-old who, under 
the press of circum stances, 
can easily m urder, after only 
a few months in uniform, is 
m ost likely a 20 -year -old whose 
ethical equilibrium was unbal­ 
anced well before he come to 
Vietnam. Unbalanced by a so ­ 
ciety which in quite other con­ 
texts we have all be criticizing 
over the years. A society d epri­ 
ved of the strength of religious 
sanctions, a society hugely d e­ 
voted to hedonism, to p erm is­ 
sive egalitarianism , to irr e s ­ 
ponsibility, to an indifference to 
authority and the law. Such a 
society as — d are we say it? 
— the kids who are attracted 
to the inconoclast of the day. 1 
would contend that a better ex­ 
planation for what happened, a c ­ 
cording to this analysis, Is — 
not Vietnam but, to reach for a 
symbol, Berkeley. 
Breaking out now from the 
shackles of our assum ptions, I 
would expect (and here I speak 
only for m yself) that the court 
will discover either that it was 
the aberration ofthefe«r,orthat 
it was a tem porary mania of the 
many — rather than that it was 
the considered act of the many.

Thev 
slm oly put the holes In their 
snow tires and let dealers in­ 
stall the studs If custom ers 
want them. The additional cost 
depends on 
the number of 
studs desired. 


T trem akers and their support­ 
e rs contend that th® studs make 
up in added traction and safety 
what they may cost In damage to 
road surface. C ritics disagree 
and some contend th® tires are 
unsafe. 
Cornell Aeronautical Labora­ 
tory In Buffalo, N. Y„ conclud­ 
ed 
in a federally sponsored 
study that studded tires on all 
four wheels greatly increased 
braking efficiency on packed 
snow and ice, both surfaces on 
which regular snow 
tire s are 
less effective than on freshly 
fallen snow. 
Even the tirem akers concede 
that the studs damage road s u r­ 
face, a factor which has brought 
bans in the nonsnowy states of 
Georgia, Louisiana, M ississi­ 
ppi and Hawaii. Pavement dam ­ 
age is heaviest where vehicles 


make rq>»al»l fast starts and 
stops, but a Pittsburgh studv 
reported that stud damage to 
road surfaces was no greater 
than salt damage. 
Other critics contend thr tire» 
present 
handling 
problam .. 
**We used th*m •nice and to-too 
we couldn't stop on wet pave­ 
ment,*' says a policeman to the 
Cleveland suburb of Parm a.
